> TILAT BRILLIANT object you see in 
the southwestern sky these evenings as dark. 
ness falls is nut an airplane, a fying saucer, 
ar some bright light hung in the sky as past 
of an experiment. 

What you see is the planet Venus, now 
reaching its greatest prominence, which 
comes just before its disappearance from 
the evening sky early in 1958. 

Venus is far brighter than any other star 
or planet seen in the night: sky and there 
ts no difficulty in identifying it. Indeed, it 
can be observed long before the sky is dark. 
In Fact, if you know where to look, you can 
even see it in broad daylight! 

After it passed behind the sun last April 
14, Venus has gradually been drawing to 
the east of that body. That meant that it 
tollowed the sun in its daily motion across 
the skv, and so remained visible in the west 
after the sun had set. On Nov. 18 it will 
re farther east of the sup, hence remaining 
on the sky tor the longest ame after sunset, 
searly three hours. After chat it will start 
mowing toward the sun again. 

Kecause of its carly setuag, Venus does 
not appear on the actompanying maps of 
the November seeing skies, which show 
their appearance about 10:0) p.m., your own 
kind! of standard tine, at the first of Novem. 
ber, 9° pam on the 15th and 8:00 pun. on 
the 30th.

lower right corner of the square ts his head? 
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not in Pegasus at all, but in the neighboring 
group of Andromeda. This constellation 
represents the Ethiopian princess who, ac- 
cording to mythology, was chained to a rock 
to be devoured by a sea monster, represented 
by the congleliedoh-of Cetus; the whale, in 
the south. Fortunately, she was rescued by 
the hero, Perseus, who is seen in the north-

Farther cast is Mars, rising about an hour 
ahead of the sun. Its brightness ts aharut 
half thut of Spica.

Shower of ‘‘Stars’’ to Come 


November is the month bringing one of 
the year's faimous showers of meteors, of 
“shooting stars,” which appear from about 
the 13th to the 16th, 

They are most numerous after midnight, 
because then we are on the forward side oat 
the carth in its annual movement aroun 
the sun. Thus, we nicet them head-on. 
This is different from the exsening hours 
when we are on the rearward part, and see 
only those that catch up to us 
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
